STORM STRICKEN TOWNS BURY 
DEAD 

Chicago, Mar. 21.—The — storm- 
swept territory of the Ohio Valley 
today continued the tragic duty of 
burying its dead, while _ relief 
workers completed the task of bring 
ing order out of chaos and plans for 
rehabilitation were advanced. 

Funeral services for some of the 
victims of Wednesday's storm were 
held yesterday but most of the burials 
were arranged for today and Sunday 


with memorial services to be held 
later. In towns where the loss of life 
was heaviest, community funerals 


were planned with burial in one long 
grave, 
Relief Work 

Reports from the destroyed districts 
said that relief work was well organ- 
ized. A flood of material aid contin- 
ued to pour in for sufferers in the 
greatest tornado in the history of 
the continent which snuffed out more 
than 800 lives, injured three thousand 
persons and left entire communities 
homeless. While some cases of pneu- 
monia were reported in Southern Il- 
linois, there was little other illness 
to add to the storm horror and no 
threat of tetanus, Seven hundred units 
of anti-tetanus serum, sent by air- 
plane from Indianapolis, were avail 
able for emergency use. 

A few isolated cases of looting came 
to light, but generally there was no 
disorder. At West Frankfort a man 
was caught taking a ring from a 
woman's finger and was slain by a 
policeman. 

Business generally was at a stand- 
still, but with the work of clearing 
debris from demolished districts pro- 
ceeding rapidly, commercial activities 
in some communities were expected 
to be resumed next week.

&. Until the tree shelter attains 
statue sufficient to make, it efficient, 
it is helpful to grow a_ temporary 
shelter. Among the plants available 
for such planting are sunflowers, corn, 
and hemp. 

9. Hemp makes an attractive shelt 
er for the flower border. The seed 
should be fresh as it seems readily to 
lose its vitality. 

10, Shelter protection seems to 
benefit all garden plants but it is 
necessary for the maturing of tall, 
fragile plants such as tobacco, del- 
phiniums, hollyhocks, ete. 

11. Good shelter is of much value 
to all hot weather crops as tomatoes, 
peanuts, melons, beans, okra, corn, ete, 

12. Shelter is distinctly desirable 
for vine crops. Winds tend to blow the 
vines into braids or coils. The vine 
crops, such as melons, cucumbers, 
pumpkins, bear imperfect flowers and 
require visitation from insects to ef- 
fect pollination. Insects, such as bees, 
work most effectively in sheltered lo- 
cations, and stay their hives if high 
winds are blowing and their forage is 
not sheltered. 

It may be pointed out that for the 
growing of horticultural crops for ex- 
hibition purposes, the sheltered gard- 
en has a decided i.dvantage.

may all be obtained with drain boards 
and sink cast in one piece, which 
makes them both attractive in ap- 
pearance and easy to keep clean. The 
porcelain is the least expensive of the 
three, perhaps easier to install, and 
lighter in weight. 

It is well to have, directly above 

the drian board or sink, a smal! 
cobinet about 6 inches deep to be used 
for holding brushes and _ scouring 
materials used in the sink. Under- 
neath the sink supports should be 
fastened to the wall, not leg supports 
| The piping should go through the wall! 
also, if possible, not through the 
floor. If the sink is hung from the 
wall rather than set on legs the floor 
can be cleaned more easily. The “anti 
splash” type of faucet should be sel- 
ected, with rubber tips privided to 
prevent dish breakage. 

Coarse grit powders should not be 
used on porcelain as they will destroy 
the smooth finish. A porcelain surface 
can be kept in good condition if wash- 
jed with hot soap suds and occasional- 
ly cleaned with turpentine or kerosene 
to remove the coat of grease that 
forms there. Washing soda may be 
used in the drain pipes to cut the 
grease that otherwise may stop them. 

WESTERN LAMB BREEDER'S 

OPPORTUNITY 


There is a possibility that an ex- 
cellent market will develop in Eastern 
Canada, more particularly in Ontario, 
for western lambs for finishing pur- 
poses.

The cost per capita 
for the year for the prisoners at 
Lethbridge was $177.63 which com- 
pares with a per capita yearly cost of 
$309.10 in 1928, The per capita cost
